MSgt Rick D. Armstead
of the U.S. Air Force is the
EPAct Award Winner.

Master Sergeant Rick D.
Armstead serves as an Air
Force (AF) focal point for all
policy, doctrine and guidance
relating to aircraft and ground
fuels used in support of the
United States Air Force’s
diverse mission.  Within this
capacity, Sergeant Armstead
is directly responsible for alternative fuels used to support
the AF’s 82,000 plus motor vehicle fleet, valued in excess of
$2.1 billion.  Additionally, Sergeant Armstead
developes/coordinates AF policy and training for the 6,800
military and civilian personnel within the AF Fuels’ career
field, and advises senior AF leadership on fuel issues.
Sergeant Armstead is a staunch supporter of alternative
fuels and fuel conservation, and has been a singular driving
force within the AF’s alternative fuel program.

Sergeant Armstead’s relentless support of alternative fuels
began during his assignment at Robins AFB, Georgia, where
he took the lead in implementing an “alternative-fuel-only”
use policy.  All alternative fuel vehicles were issued Vehicle
Identification Links that would only allow alternative fuel
use, completely eliminating the use of conventional
petroleum based products.

Due in part to Sergeant Armstead’s zealous management of
Biodiesel implementation, the AF attained, for the first time,
compliance with EPAct and EO 13149 acquisition mandate of
75 percent…a record 97 percent  for 2003.

Through the extraordinary actions of Sergeant Armstead ,
the United States Air Force’s alternative fuel program has
dramatically improved, and will continue to improve in the
future.

Mr. John Joneikes of the
U.S. Navy is the Bob Baker
Federal Fleet Manager
Award Winner for Large
Fleets.

As the fleet manager of the
Transportation Department
at Navy Public Works
Center, Jacksonville, Florida
(PWC JAX), Mr. John
Joneikis is responsible for a
246 person workforce of
government and contracting
personnel, an annual budget of over $21M and the
operations and maintenance of 2,658 Civil Engineering
Support Equipment valued at $400M within the Navy Region
Southeast.

Some of Mr. Joneikis accomplishments are:
• Provided Basin and Rail Operations support, which

included over 25% of the equipment and 80% of the
munitions used, in Operation Iraqi Freedom;

• Within 96 hours of the initial request, PWC JAX prepped
26 pieces of support equipment (buses, vans, sedans,
etc…) and staged at Blount Island Command for further
shipment to Guantanamo Bay, Cuba in direct support of
Operation Enduring Freedom;

• In the past four years, his Alternate Fuel Vehicle (AFV)
Fleet has increased from 35 assets to 250; and

• As an active member of a Business Case Analysis
(BCA) team that analyzed and recommended eliminating
the use of floating cranes at NS Mayport and shift to
using land based mobile cranes.  These smart decisions
saved the Navy over $2M over the past two years.

Mr. Joneikis is a self-motivated, forward thinking and
mission-oriented manager whose performance is
highlighted by dynamic leadership, vision, foresight and
impressive organizational and management ability.  His
contagious enthusiasm and unrelenting drive elicit high
productivity, cohesiveness and spirit.

And the Winners Are...
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Mr. John Aracich of the
U.S. Navy is the Bob Baker
Federal Fleet Manager
Award Winner for Small
Fleets.

As the Supervisory
Automotive Transportation
Specialist (Transportation
Director), Mr. John Aracich
is responsible for the
leadership of 87 personnel
working in management
areas, operational services,
and maintenance functions at NAS Sigonella.
Transportation equipment under his control includes 487
pieces.  Financial resources under his purview include $6.2M
(equipment fleet capital cost), $2.5M (civilian and military
annual labor cost), and $2.3M (annual material, parts, fuel,
and vehicle lease costs).

Some of Mr. Aracich accomplishments Includes:
• Flawlessly managed the transportation fleet and

supported all requirements during Operation Iraqi
Freedom, despite the vacancy of both the Equipment
Operator Chief and Construction Mechanic Chief billets;

• In support of Operation Iraqi Freedom, he coordinated
with the Weapons Department in the successful
movement and completion of 1190 mishap-free ordnance
and material lifts totaling 2,300 tons in direct support of
the U.S. Sixth Fleet operations;

• Orchestrated the transportation of over 1500 military
personnel and  their gear in support of Operation Iraqi
Freedom, ensuring all personnel were in position for
further movement into the theater despite sometimes
hourly schedule changes; and

• Managed the recovery and repairs to a TA-3000 airfield
crash fire truck which was overturned during training.  He
repaired the truck with in-house shop resources, saving
an estimated $110K in contract repair costs.

Mr. Aracich exhibits exceptional professionalism, initiative,
innovation, and vision.  He is an effective leader who
motivates his troops to meet challenging and crisis
situations.  Most noteworthy, is his ability to motivate his
subordinates over the long-term.  He possesses
irrepressible integrity and commitment to excellence.

To Whom Do I Inquire? 
Who Does What in MTV: 
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Nearly three years ago, GSA Automotive changed
the procurement method covering the Medium
and Heavy Truck program from a multi-vendor

program to a GSA Multiple Award Schedule (MAS).  The
move was made to allow more flexibility in adding new
product lines, administer price changes and to allow
customers to conduct the complete procurement process
directly with the schedule contractors.  

However, after working with the MAS contracts, we
discovered issues associated with timeliness and
administration. We also found that most customers still
preferred to place orders through GSA Automotive.  

To ensure timely contract awards, we are removing the
Medium and Heavy trucks from GSA Multiple Award
Schedule 23 V and returning to a multi-vendor, indefinite
delivery/indefinite quantity program effective October 1,
2004. You may continue to use MAS Schedules for Medium
and Heavy trucks thru September 30, 2004. GSA will be
issuing a solicitation on or about July 1, 2004, with fixed
price contract awards anticipated to be available on
AutoChoice on or about October 1, 2004. All vehicles
awarded will meet the new Federal Vehicle Standards in
effect at time of award. Our standard 1% processing fee
will apply to all Medium and Heavy truck orders placed.
While under the MAS program, GSA did not provide
vehicle inspection to vehicles ordered directly through the
contractor. Starting October 1, 2004, all vehicles ordered
under the multi-vendor program will now be inspected by
GSA before delivery to the customer. For those customers
that have been placing orders directly with the
contractors, you will have to resume placing your orders
through GSA Automotive via AutoChoice
www.autochoice.gsa.gov.

Upcoming Changes to the 
Medium and Heavy Truck Program
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GSA’s Vehicle Management
Policy Division is adding
budget reporting to the

Federal Automotive Statistical Tool
(FAST) this year.

The Federal Automotive Statistical
Tool (FAST) is an Internet-based
reporting tool that collects motor
vehicle inventory, cost, utilization,
and fuel data from Federal agencies
to support GSA’s annual Federal
Motor Vehicle Report and the
Department of Energy’s alternative
fuel reporting requirements.  GSA,
Energy, and the Energy Information
Agency jointly developed the system.
Until now, FAST collected a
“snapshot” of the Federal motor
vehicle fleet as of September 30th of
each year.  Starting this year, there
will be significant changes to FAST
in the level of data reported and also
in the way that agencies classify their
motor vehicles.

The most significant change will be
the inclusion of agency motor vehicle
budget reporting to support the
Office of Management and Budget’s
annual A-11 Budget process.
Previously, this requirement was part
of each agency’s A-11 budget
package prepared most often by
agency budget offices.  Starting this
year, the motor vehicle portion of the
A-11 will be prepared by agency Fleet
Managers in FAST and submitted
electronically to their budget offices
who will then submit it directly to
OMB.  Because of these changes, all
agencies that operate motor vehicle
fleets must report this data through
FAST, regardless of the number of
vehicle involved.  Failure to report the

A-11 FAST data may impact funding
for future motor vehicle operations.

The OMB A-11 submissions will
differ from the regular FAST data
input because it will include forecast
data for future years instead of static
numbers for the prior year and
include narratives explaining
changes in fleet size or costs and
vehicle allocation methodology.  New
input screens have been developed
for the OMB portion of FAST.  The
usual FAST data will still be entered
by all agencies, regardless of fleet
size.  .

There will also be changes to vehicle
classifications in FAST, adding
categories for sport utility vehicles
(SUVs) and passenger vans, plus
additional clarifications for law
enforcement and armored vehicles.
Special purpose vehicles will not be
separated into a separate category
anymore, as these vehicles will be
reported in the appropriate vehicle
type and weight classification
categories.  There will be a new
category for emergency response and
fire apparatus vehicles.  These
changes may affect agency
exemptions under EPACT and the
Executive Order for alternative fuel
vehicle reporting requirements.

A major shift in the way that
agencies report data into both the
regular FAST input screens and the
new OMB forecast screens is that
operating inventory will now be
reported instead of just a static
snapshot of the inventory.  The
operating inventory is defined as the
vehicles now in use by each agency.

This does not include new motor
vehicles received, but waiting
assignment, nor does it include motor
vehicles removed from assignment
and waiting disposal.  Basically, the
operating inventory is what each
agency actually uses to complete its
mission.

As you can see, the changes in
FAST this year will present many
new challenges for Fleet Managers
this year. Agency and Bureau Fleet
Managers are encouraged to work
closely with their budget offices
before and during the reporting
process to ensure a smooth
transition to the new OMB A-11
reporting procedure.  The changes
also present new challenges for
those agencies that do not have
detailed management information
systems in place for their fleets that
collect the level of data needed for
the efficient management of these
assets.  GSA MTV will present two
breakout sessions during FedFleet
2004, so be sure you have these on
your agenda to get the latest scoop
on FAST and to have your questions
answered.  As in the past, GSA and
the Department of Energy will
sponsor FAST conference call
training sessions before the FAST
data call.

Changes to FAST
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Federal motor vehicles operating or housed in the
District of Columbia are no longer required to obtain
license plates from the District of Columbia

Department of Transportation.

Federal Management Regulation 102-34.170 currently
requires all Federal agencies with motor vehicles primarily
housed or operated within the District of Columbia (DC)
to register these vehicles with the DC Department of
Transportation (DOT), to use official U.S. Government
license plates issued by the DC DOT, and to have these
vehicles inspected for safety defects at DC inspection
facilities.  These procedures were set forth by a DC Code
that was initially a Congressional
requirement, therefore mandating Federal
agency compliance.  On January 22, 2001,
the District of Columbia amended this
code, thus canceling the Congressional
mandate for Federal agencies to use
these special license plates.  As a
result, these special licensing
procedures are no longer required.

Federal agencies no longer need
to obtain the special license
plates (usually having a prefix
of “US”) from the DC
Government, nor do they
have to register motor
vehicles owned or leased with
the DC DOT, or have them inspected
for mechanical defects.  Federal agencies
that currently have these DC-issued license
plates should turn them in to the DC DOT and place
their own agency license plates that have their particular
agency prefix code on these motor vehicles.  

These changes do not affect motor vehicles exempted
from the display of official identification and license
plates in accordance with FMR 102-34.180, 102-34.195, and

102-34.200.  However, if an unmarked motor vehicle also
has U.S. Government license plates issued by the DC
DOT, these plates will be returned to the DC DOT.  Once
an unmarked motor vehicle returns to service that requires
marking and official identification, the owning agency will
install the official license plates assigned to that agency.

These changes do not affect Federal agency compliance
with mandatory emission inspections of any State,
including the District of Columbia, or requirements levied
against agencies requiring State license plates for
unmarked motor vehicles.  These changes will be reflected
in an upcoming amendment to FMR 102-34.
